LONDON (AFP) — The Daily “Express, in a dis- 
patch from Salisbury, says a summit meeting between 
British Prime Minister Wilson and Rhodesian Premier 
Ian Smith “seems to be in the air”. 


A decisive tete-a-tete between’ the British and 
Rhodesian leaders could take place in Blantyre, . 
Malawi, on the condition that the talks scheduled for 
today in Salisbury, the Rhodesian capital, between 
special envoy Sir Morrice James and Smith achieve a 
positive result, the paper reports. 

The paper’s optimistic forecast was based on state- 
ments Wilson is reported to have made in private.

According to plan, they 
gave out tickets to the 
villagers, who would claim 
their clothing bundles later 
that morning blankets, 
saris and baby clothes. 
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- “We though we had it 
perfectly organized,” « Dr. 
Hitschmanova recalls, ‘“‘and I 
was looking forward im- 
mensely to the distribution. 

“The urgency to replace the 
‘dirty rags adults and children 
were wearing was only too 

However, things did not go 
according to plan. 

“The scene in front of our 
dispensary that morning. I 
shall never forget. 

“Not only had the 70 people 
come to whom we_had given 
tickets, but several hundred 
others as well, since in typical 
Indian village style, every- 
body has to participate in 
everything that happens. 

“And so every last living 
soul had turned up, hopefully 
expecting to receive his share 
when the distribution 
started."’ 

Naturally there was not 
enough clothing to go around. 

“As soon as I - started 
handing out the first saris and 
blankets to ticket-holders, the 
fighting broke out. 

“These were no longer men

Mrs. Renee Short, left-wing Labor member of Parliament, 
urged Wilson to ensure that royalty is subject to the same laws 
as ordinary citizens.

On his 18th birthday, when he became eligible to succeed

£30,000 ($90,000; under a scale fixed in 1952. 

Wilson said until the prince reaches 21the balance of his 
estates’ revenue is used to reduce government grants ‘for royal 
purposes. In the last 15 years this had amounted to about 
£1,700,000 ($5,100,000). a

In China?

I Communist China, the amazing 
quite open struggle for power at the 
summit of the government at last 
appears to be entering its climatic 
stage. On present 
form, the wiser 
China-watchers be- 
lieve that aging, ail- ! 
ing Mao.Tse-tung and 
his anointed heir, 
Marshal Lin Piao, 
have probably won 
this round after a 
long, rough fight. 
There are also signs 
of a last convulsive 
effort by the opposi- 
tion, whieh could produce a different 
outcome. But it is-at least beginning to 
appear that a real decision, one way or 
another, can hardly be deferred much 
longer. 


The essence of the struggle, it must 


again be emphasized, has been a 
determined attack by Mao and _ his 
personal clique on the whole  long- 


established apparatus of the Communist 
regime, The trouble began over a year 
ago, in the usual subterranean way, 
apparently because of the “horrifying 
discovery that the sacred ‘Thought of 
Mao’ had become a bit too lunatic for 
tue majority of the party and army 
leaders to swallow, 


Allies Recruited 


Mao and the persons in his immediate 


secretary, Chen Po-ta, then moved to re- 
establish the old man’s authority. The 
principal alties they recruited were the 
defence minister, Marshal Lin Piao, and . 
Lin Piao’s political ally, the boss of 
Canton, Tao Chu. Chou En-lai apparently 
went along, too 


The first victim of the Maoist 


counterattack was the army chief ,of~ 


staff, Gen. Lo Jui-ching, who had refused 
to believe that the “Thought of Mao” 
was a weapon capable of being substi- 
tuted for more conventional weapons, 
such as airplanes and artillery. The 
second victim, struck down in the spring, 
was the extremely powerful Peking boss, 
Peng Chen. 

It seemed that the struggle must be 
over when Peng Chen was abruptly 
replaced by another key figure in the 
party apparatus, Le Hsueh-feng. But it 
was by no means over; and the result 
was the lurid phase of | struggle 
dominated by the Red Guards, which has 
sc astonished the world. 


Repeating this previously told tale ha: 
been necessary, in order to make clear 
the meaning of the signs that have now 
appeared. These signs concern the fate 
of the principal top-level targets of the 
Red Guards’ attacks, the surviving old- 
style leaders of the party apparatus, Liu 
Shao-chi, Teng Hsiao-ping and Peng 
Chen's replacement, Li Hsueh-feng, who 
must have sided with the other party 
leaders after becoming Peking Party. 
secretary. 

A great turning point, it now appears, 
was reached on the dramatic day in 
Peking not long ago, when Red Guards 


‘besieged, occupied and sacked Li Hsueh- 


feng’s municipal party headquarters, 
while army troops surrounded the 
propaganda ministry of the Maoist 
chieftain, Tao Chu, evidently to protect 
Tao Chu’s ministry from a threatened 
counterattack by adherents of the old 
line party leaders. Shortly after this all 
but incredible episode, a significant 
announcement was published. 


Change of Mayors 


In a list of leaders at a function, Wu 
Teh was mentioned as acting mayor of 
Peking and first secretary of the Peking 
Party as well. That conveyed the 


_ messa; ge that Wu Teh, who has served 


Mao as a hatchet man in the past, had 
finally taken over from the bitterly 
denounced Li Hsueh-feng. Peng Chen's 
replacenient had in fact met the fate of 
Peng. , 

This was soon followed by a promin- 
ently posted pamphlet, denouncing both 
Liu Shao-chi and Teng Hsiao-ping with 
unprecedented virulence for rejecting the 
sacred “Thought of “Mao’* and for 
sympathizing, even intriguing with the 
vile ‘“Khurshchev — revisionists.’ The 
combination of this pamphlet, plus the 
prior loss-of the Liu-teng ally in Peking, 
Li Hsueh-feng, gives the impression that 
the old line party leaders*are close to 
final defeat, if not actually defeated. 


Strange Signs 


There have been other very strange 
signs in the last few days. One group of 
Red Guards. has attacked another for 
being “royalist”? and “bourgeois.” A 
twice-scheduled giant Red Guard demon- 


stration in the Square of Heavenly Peace ~ 


has been twice deferred. Earlier still, 
there was-a demonstration which was 
not graced by the presence of Lin Piao; 
and there was an effort to cover this up, 
by blending pictures of this demonstra- 
tion with another, -with’ Lin present, on 
the television screen. Curious ‘waverings 
of editorial note have also been noted. 
Altogether, the odds favor. a final 
defeat for the old line leaders‘ of the 


party apparatus; but that is as much as ( 


one can say, except that the present 
fantastic. phase clearly seems to be 
drawing to an end, Having said that 
much, however, one must ask what on 
earth the next phase will be like. 

For if Mao and his heir and defence 
minister have taken 60 many months to 
overcome the opposition in the present 
phase, what aré they . going to do, 
hereafter, about the army and the party 
apparatus in the provinces? And if Mao 
dies, what is to happen then?

Shouldn’t people who claim to be in the 
progressive or left political tradition auto- 
matically oppose anything supported or 
advocated by bankers?

ent when this appeared to 
be a good rule-of-thumb, 
particularly in western 
agrarian communities. 

But in the complex 
financial world of 1966 with 
near-banks as well as

In one sense, what has 
been oceurring in fimancial 
circles around the world in 
recent years is largely. the 
banking counterpart of 
technological changes and 
changes in international 
competition in the fields of 
trade and industry. But in 
Canada banks have been 
hindered in making these

The Porter Royal Commission on Banking 
and Finance and also the Economic Council of

Fail to Settle 
Top Problems

NEW YORK (CP)—Representatives of the Na- 
tional, Western and American Hockey Leagues took 
a look Tuesday at some of the sport’s major problems 


- and decided to settle them another day. 


“We have reviewed: every facet of the relation- 
ship of the leagues,” said Clarence Campbell, NHL 
president. ‘There is no firm agreement on anything.” 

But there was one almost-agreement—on Carl Brewer. 
Campbell, who acted as spokesman for the three professional! 
circuits after ther one-day closed meeting, said Brewer may be 
cleared by the end of this week to play with Canada's national 
hockey team, now preparing in Winnipeg for world competition. 

Campbell said the WHL had endorsed the provisions of a 


bylaw-on-amatenrreinstatement written by the NHL, but that _ 


the AHL bad asked for one amendment. The NHL representa- 
tives present had been agreeable but all the NHL governors 
would have to be poled on the modification. 

“If Brewer is agreeable to be reinstated under the 
conditions which we propose, we should be able to do it by’ the 
end of the week,” said Campbell. i 

These conditions have never been revealed, but they are 


assumed to protect the future rights of any team which loses 


the services of ‘an ablie-bodied player because he wants to 
return to amateur ranks. 

Brewer, now 28. quit the Toronto Maple Leafs camp in 1965 
after having been a star defenceman. This year he applied for 
reinstatement as an amateur 80 he could play for Canada 
internationally. 


“We have had to write a bylaw to cover’ a case like 


. Rrewer’’ said Campbell, who revealed previous NHL bylaws 


were only adequate for reinstatement of players in the twilight 
of their careers or who could not make the grade as pros.

In Pittsburgh, the yet-unnamed NHL team has settled with 
the AHL team but the two leagues have not yet agreed on AHL 
indemnificaion-—. ; 

In Los Angeles there is litigation, with the owners of the 
WHL franchise, Jim Piggott and Dan Reeves, seeking by court 
action to bar Jack Kent Cooke from exercising his new NHL 
franchise. Piggott and Reeves were unsuccessful applicants for 
the provisional NHL franchise awarded Cooke. Agreement also 
is lacking on indemnification of the WHL «for territorial 
invasion. 


Expansion Has Created Contention 


The doubling of the NHL's size in one year has created ‘‘an 
enormous field of ‘contention, especially on the drafting of 
players,”’ said Campbell 

“As of now,” he said, ‘there is no pro draft of any kind.” 

“The possibility of a pro- draft being restored will be 
reviewed. It is linked closely with the availablity of players and 
the extent of priorities for the universal amateur draft.”,.
